Tons Of TNT 


MOCOW (UPI) — Pre­ 
mier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
said today Russia has nu­ 
clear bombs more power­ 
ful than IOO million tons of 
TNT. 
He said Russia's superbombs 
hang over the head of the West 
"like the sword of Damocles.” 
Khrushchev told a Kremlin con­ 
vention of the World Federation 
of Trade Unions that Russia re­ 
sumed nuclear testing to counter 
"imperialist’’ threats. 
"Gentlemen imperialists, keep 
your heads cool." he said. "If you 
want to threaten us from a posi­ 
tion of strength, we will show you 
our strength. 
"You do not have 50 and 100- 
megaton bombs. We have bombs 
stronger than IOO megatons.’’ 
< A "megaton" is equivalent to 
a million tons of TNT. Russia 
touched off a bomb with a force 
greater than 50 megatons in its 
recent series of 50-odd nuclear 
test blasts.! 
Cheers in a dozen different lan­ 
guages and rhythmic applause 
greeted 
Khrushchev 
when 
he 
walked into the WFTU convention 
in the Kremlin’s Palace of Con­ 
gresses. He received a five-min­ 
ute standing ovation. 
His speech was televised and 
broadcast by all of Russia's radio 
stations. 
The premier, obviously moved 
by the reception the convention 
gave him, departed from his pre­ 
pared text to thank the 3.00(Vodd 
delegates for their "warm wel­ 
come and sympathy."

Trial Opens

fense opened yesterday in the 
trial of Dr. Albert Weiner, 43. pf 
Erlton, 
N J. 
accused of man­ 
slaughter in the death of 15 pa­ 
tients. 
Defense attorney 
Louis Pan- 
tages called his first witness after 
Judge Edward V. Martino turned 
down a motion to acquit the osteo­ 
pathic physician. Pantages argued 
the state's case is based on "in­ 
ferences which are predicated on, 
and flow from, other inferences.” 
The state contends 15 of Dr. 
Weiner's patients died from serum 
hepatitis contracted through use 
of unsterile equipment or con­ 
taminated drugs for injections and 
infusions. 
Dr. Oscar H. Katz. Camden os­ 
teopath, testified that he "consid­ 
ered it physically impossible" for 
hepatitis virus to make its way 
from the arm of a patient through 
a plastic tube to a bottle of in­ 
travenous solution suspended six- 
feet overhead. 
Dr. Boris Traven, of Cherry 
Hills Estates, a classmate of Dr. 
Weiner at Temple University in 
1936, said he had often seen the 
use of one bottle on several pa­ 
tients. He said he had observed 
it in several hospitals, both osteo­ 
pathic and medical. 
On cross-examination he said 
the last time he observed an op­ 
eration 
at Cooper Hospital 
in 
Camden, 
a medical institution, 
was about seven years ago. 
Pantages, in his argument for 
acquittal, said "all the state has 
proved is the mere death of 15 
persons named in the indictment. 
There is no proof that the de­ 
fendant breached his duty or that 
he bears responsibility for any 
cause of death, or that he is 
guilty of criminal negligence."

Christmas tree wiring caused a 
flash blaze. 
And on July 6, 1944, 169 per­ 
sons died and 682 were injured 
as fire and a stampede flashed 
through the big top of the Ring­ 
ling Brothers and Barnum A Bai­ 
ley Circus playing here. It was 
one of the nations worst fire trag­ 
edies. 
Identifies Niece 
One grim aspect of the fire in 
the state’s largest private hospi­ 
tal was that state Deputy Fire 
Marshal C a r r o l l Shaw, who 
rushed to the scene, had to iden­ 
tify his 15-year-old niece, Diane 
Pape of Hartford, among the 
dead. Mrs. Shaw had been visit­ 
ing Diane, who was in an oxygen 
tent, when the fire struck, 
Diane died as a nurse rushed 
Mrs. Shaw out of the room. Au­ 
thorities said a major explosion 
would have followed if the oxygen 
tent had been removed and the 
gas had come into contact with 
the flames. Oxygen was cut off 
everywhere after the fire broke 
out. 
Smoke and flame rolling up out 
of the trash chute seared the 
eighth floor, site of the morgue 
which soon after the fire began 
receiving the bodies of the dead. 
Autopsies were started immedi­ 
ately to determine if the victims 
died from smoke poisoning or the 
flames. 
The fire was brought under con­ 
trol in about an hour after it was 
discovered. Firemen were ham­ 
pered by the fact that their ex­ 
tension ladder reached wily to the 
eighth floor, and hoses had to be 
lugged and grappled up to the 
ninth floor. Water ran more th*n 
an inch deep on the ninth floor 
by the time the blaze was halted.
